County officials in hard 
testimony for full drilling 
halt before House hearing

County Supervisor George H. Clyde 
jousted with an Oklahoma congressman 
Friday afternoon when Clyde asserted 
there was “ no justification" for any loc­ 
al contributions to minimize loss of 
Federal revenues if oil drilling in Fed­ 
eral waters in the Santa Barbara Chan­ 
nel were halted permanently. 
Rep. Ed Edmonson, (D.-Okla.) had com­ 
mented that the request of the Board of 
Supervisors and the city governments 
of Santa Barbara and Carp inter ia for a 
permanent halt to drilling on Federal 
leases “ would result in loss to the peo­ 
ple of the United States generally." 
“ This request is on a very broad 
scope," stated the Oklahoman, who sat 
in on the joint House sub-committees 
on harbors, rivers and pollution and on 
flood control. The first formal Con­ 
gressional hearing on the oil eruption 
from the Union well was held in the 
County Administration Building in Santa 
Barbara. 
Backed by Santa Barbara Mayor Ger­ 
ald Firestone, Clyde maintained the Fed­ 
eral government had erred in granting 
the leases in the first place, and should 
assume full responsibility in event d rill­ 
ing is permanently halted. The Federal 
government had received more than $605- 
million in bonus money from the oil com­ 
panies to drill in the outer continental 
shelf off the South Coast. 
Mayor Firestone said he also felt loc­ 
al contributions would be out of order 
in this case. 
Rep. Edmonson said he didn’t deny 
that “ you have suffered damages," but 
felt the citizens of the country would 
suffer a “ loss" without local contribu­ 
tions. 
Both Clyde and Firestone said they felt 
the people of this county backed their 
statements. 
Mayor Allan Coates of Carpinteria told 
how city officials there also requested 
a halt to further channel drilling be­ 
cause of severe damages to the so-call­ 
ed “ world’s safest beach" there. 
When Rep. Edmonson indicated he felt 
stronger controls might be the answer, 
Clyde said he felt this could only re­ 
sult in a new oil eruption “ when there 
would again be talk of imposing strong­ 
er controls." 
Clyde testified that the oil eruption 
was the result of weak Federal controls

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Retired Air 
Force Gen. Curtis E. LeMay filed a $5 
million suit against an electronics com­ 
pany Friday, charging he was “ fired" 
as board chairman after he became 
George Wallace’s vice presidential run­ 
ning mate. 
The breach of contract suit was filed 
against Networks Electronic Corp. of 
Chatsworth, which the former head of the 
Strategic Air Command served as chair­ 
man of the board for a $50,000 annual 
salarv 
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and uncommonly close liason between 
the Interior Department’s regulatory 
agencies and the oil companies. He said 
former Interior Secretary Udall who had 
approved the leases apparently was the 
victim of “ erroneous information"from 
the Interior Department in making the de­ 
cision. Sim ilar poor information, Clyde 
felt, had resulted in Secretary Hickel’s 
decision to lift a moratorium on drill­ 
ing in Federal submerged lands soon 
after it was made. The ban has since 
been reimposed pending further studies 
of the geology of the channel area and 
present controls. 
Officials 
brace for 
more oil 


SANTA 
BARBARA, 
Calif. (UPI) - 
Harbor officials today braced for a new 
invasion of crude oil as onshore winds 
pushed fresh slick close to the southern 
California coast. 
The new oil slick spread out over eight 
miles of the Pacific as oil and natural 
gas 
continued to seep from the ocean 
floor near an offshore drilling plat­ 
form. 
More than 500 workmen on the beach­ 
es continued a mammoth cleanup task 
along 30 miles of coastline blackened 
by 230,000 gallons of oil which leaked 
from the well for 12 days. 
Union Oil Co. and independent experts 
agreed the new seepage was residual oil 
from shallow sand beds and not a re­ 
newal of the original leak sealed Feb. 7. 
Onshore winds up to 20 knots were 
expected today and Sunday and authori­ 
ties in Santa Barbara harbor were pre­ 
paring to battle with the approaching 
scum. 
No fresh oil had contaminated the coast 
by late Friday night and officials in the 
harbormaster’s office said, “ we’re keep­ 
ing our fingers crossed." 
Meanwhile, 
former 
Interior Secre­ 
tary Stewart Udall says he opened up 
the Santa Barbara Channel for oil d rill­ 
ing to help solve an oil deficit on the 
West Coast. 
In San Francisco for a brief visit, 
Udall commented Friday that the West 
Coast uses 100,000 more barrels of oil 
each day than it produces. 
He said geological studies had shown 
that the Santa Barbara Channel was “ a 
highly productive area. This was the 
main basis for my decision." 
Udall previously has accepted re­ 
sponsibility for the decision, which led 
to the big oil slick that has dirtied 30 
miles of beaches along the Santa Bar­ 
bara beaches. 
Offshore drilling in the Gulf of Mexi­ 
co and in off-shore locations near Cali­ 
fornia had proven safe, he said. 
“ It wasn’t as though we singled out 
Santa Barbara. That was the last area to 
be opened."

A director of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, told guests at a 
dinner meeting last night that the use of 
municipal industrial water in Santa Bar­ 
bara County would outstrip future allot­ 
ments of state Feather River water. 
Richard Henning, representative of the 
water district’s third division in Lompoc, 
also noted that Lake Cachuma water will 
not supply the demand beyond 1975 and 
that Lompoc Narrows Dam Project is 
the most feasible now advanced to cope 
with the problem. 
Henning was one of four speakers at a 
dinner meeting of United Republicans of 
California. The others were Ralph Patey, 
manager of Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce; Robert Hibbitts, local randi­ 
er, and Mrs. Arnold Robinson, house­ 
wife and conservationist. 
Patey was the only outspoken advocate 
of the proposed dam among the four. 
Patey outlined the history of efforts 
to secure a feasibility study for the pro­ 
posed dam and noted that Henning was 
one of the first to ask the Bureau of Rec­ 
lamation to conduct the study. 
A few months ago, the bureau releas­ 
ed a study that showed a multi-purpose 
dam at the Narrows was economically 
feasible. The need for the facility was 
based on the bureau’s contention that 
ranchers 
and other water users are 


ground than is being restored each year 
Opponents of the dam have disputed the 
claim of an overdraft. 
A feasibility study and comments by 
the water district and the County Water 
Agency, are currently being reviewedby 
bureau engineers and technicians. A 
preliminary evaluation of all the data is 
expected in about 60 days. 
Henning has been in the forefront of 
those off interests that have advocated 
studies of alternate proposalsto Lompoc 
Dam. Last night, however, he touched 
only lightly on the alternatives in the 10 
minutes alloted to him. 
He said a dam facility on Salsipuedes 
would be the cheapest to build, but it 
offered no flood control and promised 
only a low yield of water. Then he 
concluded that of all the proposals, a 
dam at the Narrows southeast of Lom­ 
poc appeared to be the most feasible. 
In answer to Patey’s statement that he 
had led the effort to get a feasibility 
study, Henning said he still thought 
that it was proper to ask the Bureau 
of Reclamation for an engineering study 
of local water needs. 
Hibbitts, who owns a ranch on Highway 
246 east of Lompoc, scored the propos­ 
ed dam principally because it would in­ 
undate an estimated 14,000 acres. He 
said 2,000 or 3,000 acres of the total 
pumping more water from the under- 
was among the most prime land in the 


entire area. 
don’t see a single ranch* 
er in the lower valley who’d want to des­ 
troy the prime land of the Santa Rosa 
Valiev in order to save his own land," 
he declared: “ I think the people of Lom­ 
poc started out with a preconceived notion 
of what needed to be done and then used 
the feasibility study to prove their point." 


Mrs. Robinson said engineers had told 
her that Cachuma Dam could be raised 
to provide flood control, thus taking away 
one of the arguments for the Narrows 
Dam. 
She cited the recent hike in federal 
interest rates from the 3.25 per cent at 
the time the bureau’s study was conduct­ 
ed, to the 4% per cent which was an­ 
nounced recently, as making the cost of 
the dam unfeasible. She said the hike 
would add “ millions” ¿ 0 the cost, and 
added, “ a lot of people seem to want the 
dam at any cost." 


Bureau engineers have had estimated 
the Narrows Dam would cost about $67 
million at 1967 cost levels. 
Mrs. Robinson said the costs would 
rise about four or five per cent a year, 
and that hidden costs would add to the 
total She also criticized the site of the 
proposed dam, 
calling it “ an earth­ 
quake fault," and added, “ No one can 
claim a water shortage this year." She 
contended tliat there was no overdraft 
in the Lompoc Plain.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The United 
States, Britain and France-acting in 
unison — have rejected a Soviet protest 
against West Germany’s plans to hold a 
presidential election in West Berlin next 
month. 
The State Department announced F ri­ 
day the three Western powers delivered 
Identical notes at the Kremlin in Mos­ 
cow in reply to a Soviet message sent 
them Dec. 23. 
The Soviet note charged the March 5 
meeting of the West German assembly — 
to choose a successor for retiring Pres* 
ident Heinrich Lubke — would violate 
four-power agreements on Berlin, would 
be provocative and would increase East- 
West tensions. 
Although the State Department refused 
to disclose the contents of the Western 
replies, U. S. officials said the notes re­ 
jected the Soviet charges and urged the 
Soviet Union to make sure East Germany 
did not interfere with the scheduled 
meeting. 
East Germany has vowed not to let 
members of the West German assembly 
travel by road or by rail through its 
territory to the isolated city of West 
Berlin.

SAIGON (UPI) — The South Vietna­ 
mese government today announced a 24- 
hour 
cease - fire beginning Sunday to 
mark the Tet Lunar New Year holiday. 
A Communist weeklong truce began to 
day but they promptly broke it by the 
assassination of a government official 
and a raid on the American docks in 
Saigon. 
In announcing the 24-hour cease-fire 
by allied forces, a foreign ministry 
communique 
said 
it was “ prompted 
by the love of peace and respect for 
the sacred traditions of its people." 
A spokesman said the allied truce 
would begin at 6 p.m. Sunday (5 a.m. 
EST) and end at 6 p.m. Monday. 
“ The allied governments have been 
consulted in this matter and have en­ 
dorsed the above decision," the state­ 
ment said. 
The Viet Cong had declared a week- 
long truce in honor of the Tet Lunar 
New Year three day holiday beginning 
on Monday. 
But military spokesmen said the Red 
cease fire was less than an hour old 
when Viet Cong shot to death a hamlet 
chief in the Central Highlands. 
A short time later, two guerrillas 
invaded the Saigon docks, planted Viet 
Cong flags, took potshots at U.S. guards- 
hitting none — and fled when chased. 
The 24-hour cease-fire was the short­ 
est Tet truce yet declared by the Sai­ 
gon government. A three-day cease-fire 
last year was shattered by the massive 
Communist offensive across the coun­ 
try. 
“ Experiences in previous truces have 
shown that Communist North Vietnam 
never complies with truces," the For­ 
eign Mininstry communique said. 
“ On the contrary, they took advantage 
of this occasion to attack our armed 
forces and population,” it continued. 
“ In case of violations of the truce 
by North Vietnam and its auxiliary forc­ 
es, the government of the Republic of 
Vietnam will take appropriate measures 
to assure security for the state and its 
population."

Demos set

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
significant change in Democrat­ 
ic political strategy became ap­ 
parent today in a sharp attack 
by Democratic legislative lead­ 
ers on Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
budget-tax plans. They charged 
he had 
“ miserably misman­ 
aged” state finances. 


The party leaders in each 
house, Assemblyman Jess M. 
Unruh and Sen. George S. Mos- 
cone, used their bluntest lan­ 
guage yet in responding to the 
Republican 
governor’s record 
$6.2 billion budget and $100 mil­ 
lion tax rebate plan. 


In what may set the tone for 
the 1970 gubernatorial cam­ 
paign, Unruh and Moscone an­ 
swered Reagan in a 15-minute 
television film. It was designed 
to answer the governor’s own 
30-minute televised presenta­ 
tion of the budget. 
“The governor appears to 
make a good case on televi­ 
sion,” Unruh said. “ Heappears 
to know what he is talking 
about. And he appears to have 
your welfare in mind.” The 
word ‘appears’ was underlined 
in the script furnished news­ 
men.

“ But the truth, my friends, is 
that your state government’s fi­ 
nances have been miserably 
mismanaged since 1967 and all 
for the political profit of one 
man: Hie governor,” Unruh 
said. 
Unruh and Moscone alternated 
before the camera in the film 
prepared for only one station, 
KRON - TV in San Francisco, 
which furnished Reagan free 
time for his own budget expla­ 
nation. A group of the gover­ 
nors backers paid about $20,000 
for time on 13 other stations. 


Both the lawmakers agreed 
Reagan’s 1967 tax boost of near­ 
ly $1 billion was too high and 
that the tax rebate planned by 
the administration was too lit­ 
tle and too late. 
Unruh characterized as “pure 
political bunk” Reagan’s expla­ 
nation that a projected $250 mil­ 
lion surplus at the end of the 
current fiscal year June 30 re­ 
sulted from governmental econ­ 
omies and inflation. 


“ No economy efforts created 
a $250 million surplus in the 
State Treasury this year,” he 
said. “That was created be­ 
cause two years ago Ronald 
Reagan raised your taxes by al­ 
most $700 million more than 
was necessary to balance the 
state budget. 


“ Neither you nor I should 
have to wait upon the largesse 
of the governor for the return 
of this money so zealously over­ 
collected,” 
said 
Moscone. 
“ Since we have been overcharg­ 
ed, and this is admitted, why 
can we not enjoy the use of our 
money this year?” 


Moscone and Unruh pressed 
for legislation introduced by the 
senator Thursday that would 
furnish a 20 per cent rebate of 
state income taxes up to a $150 
per couple maximum during the 
current calendar year. 


Reagan has proposed a 10 per 
cent rebate—without a top limit 
—in the 1969 income tax filed 
before April 15, 1970. Moscone 
said 95 per cent of the taxpay­ 
ers would get double the refund 
proposed by Reagan under his 
plan.

Sirhan to 
take stand 
in defense

LOS 
ANGELES 
(UPI)-Sir- 
han B. Sirhan will testify he 
“ loved 
and 
admired” 
Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, the man he 
is accused of assassinating. 
Sirhan, whose attorneys de­ 
scribed the 24-year-old Palesti­ 
nian Arab as “ mentally ill,” 
will take the stand to tell his 
murder trial jury he indeed 
deeply admired Kennedy, asso­ 
ciate defense counsel Emile 
Zola Berman Friday told the 
court. 


In the first day of testimony 
Friday, the prosecution called 
five witnesses, most of them 
employes of the Ambassador 
Hotel 
where 
the New York 
senator was shot June 5 after 
making a speech on his victory 
in the California Democratic 
presidential prim ary. 


In 
his statement, Berman 
admitted Sirhan fired the bullet 
that killed Kennedy but said he 
was in a trance and intoxicated. 
Berman 
said as a boy the 
defendant became subject to 
spells and trances after witness 
ing 
violence 
in Arab-Israeli 
warfare. Once he saw a little 
girl’s leg blown off by a bomb. 
Another time a man’s body was 
torn apart by a bomb in front of 
the Sirhan home. 


Sirhan came to the United 
States at the age of 12 and 
always felt like an outsider, 
according 
to 
Berman. 
He 
maintained a lively interest in 
world affairs and had delusions 
of grandeur about a role he 
could play. 
This developed to the point 
where he was badly affected by 
Kennedy’s pledge to give 50 
Phantom jet fighters to Israel 
to 
use 
against 
the 
Arabs, 
Sirhan’s own people. 


Berman claimed the Kennedy 
slaying 
was “ unplanned and 
undeliberate, 
impulsive 
and 
without premeditation or ma- 
lice, totally a product of a sick, 
obsessed mind and personality” 
Berman started off by saying 
the evidence 
would 
disclose 
Sirhan 
“ is 
an 
immature, 
emotionally disturbed and men­ 
tally ill youth.” 
Sirhan reacted strongly, whis­ 
pered in agitation to another 
defense attorney, Russel Par­ 
sons, and shook his head. He 
half rose in his chair and a 
sheriffs 
security officer, irv- 
spector William Controy, mov­ 
ed behind him. Sirhan was quiet­ 
ed by Mike McCowan, the de­ 
fense investigator. 


One prosecution witness, Juan 
Romero, a hotel busboy who 
spoke in halting English and 
was ill at ease, failed to identify 
Sirhan as the Kennedy gunman 
when called. 
Prosecutor 
John Howard 
asked Romero if he saw in the 
courtroom the man who was 
pinned down on a table in a 
hotel pantry after the shooting. 
Romero looked around and 
chief defense counsel Grant B. 
Cooper called to Sirhan, “ stand 
up.” 


Sirhan arose with a smirk on 
his face and Romero looked at 
him and said, “ I don’t believe 
that’s him.” 
Three other witnesses, Carl 
Uecker, Edward Minasian and 
Vincent De Pierro, all hotel 
employes 
definitely identified 
Sirhan as the gunman. 
Romero told how Kennedy fell 
to the floor in front of him. “ I 
knelt down and put my hand 
under 
his 
head,” said the 
busboy. “ I got blood on my 
hand 
from 
around his ear. 
Someone handed me a rosary 
and 1 put it in his hand. I told 
him, ’you can make it Mr. 
Kennedy.’ He looked at me and 
said, *is everybody okay?’.” 


Minasian, who was trying to 
get through the crowd at the 
hotel, 
said 
Rafer 
Johnson, 
former U.S. Olympic decathlon 
champion who was one of those 
who seized Sirhan kept repeat­ 
ing, “ Why did you do it?” 
He said Sirhan replied, “ Let 
me explain. Let me explain.” 
Minasian 
said 
Roosevelt 
Grier, 
Los 
Angeles 
Rams 
football 
player, 
kept 
angry 
supporters from hurting Sirhan 
by throwing his huge frame 
over the slight figure of the 
defendant. 


De Pierro, an off-duty waiter 
who came down to the hotel 
just to see Kennedy, said Sirhan 
had a “ sm irk..asem i-sm ile” on 
his face after the shooting. 
De Pierro said Sirhan fired 
the first shot when he was only 
about two feet from Kennedy. 
After the shooting, De Pierro 
said, “ people tried to grab him 
(Sirhan). They were just pulling 
at him, trying to kill him. 
Everybody was screaming and 
cursing.” It was just completely

Garrison turns trial

conspiracy trial of Clay L. Shaw 
into a “ Little Warren Commis­ 
sion” Friday with a witness 
whose testimony was rejected 
by the Warren Commission. 
The witness, a Dallas deputy 
sheriff at 
the 
time of the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy, told the Shaw jury 
he saw Lee Harvey Oswald 
running down a slope at the 
scene of the assassination 15 
minutes after the fatal shots 
were fired. 
Prostitufe

(UPI)-A 
heart-shaped plaque honoring 
the prostitutes of this once 
flourishing gold 
rush 
camp 
again has failed to win the 
hearts of city officials. 
A group of salty sentimenta­ 
lists 
Friday 
held dedication 
ceremonies 
for 
the bronze 
memorial, 
complete 
with 
speeches and a prayer. But no 
attempt was made to sink it 
into the sidewalk along Jack­ 
son's main street. 
The organization calls itself 
the Western Historical Organi­ 
zation (WHO) and its officers 
are 
mainly 
vice chairmen. 
Dentist 
Alan 
Robello 
said 
during 
the ceremony “ in a 
society dedicated to dull recti­ 
tude and utter morality, we can 
only look back in fond memory 
over the long years spent in a 
good old - fashioned disorderly 
house.” 
The plaque is a 20-pound 
bronze work festooned with a 
dollar sign and a lantern that 
read 
“ Botilleas” (Jackson’s 
former 
name) 
Bordellos — 
worlds oldest profession-flou­ 
rished fifty yards east of this 
plaque for many years until this 
most perfect example of free 
enterprise was padlocked by 
unsympathetic politicians.” 
On Valentine’s Day 1968, the 
group ripped up the sidewalk 
and installed the plaque. But it 
was ordered removed after a 
storm of protests by residents. 
A spokesman for the group 
complained police watched to 
make sure the sidewalk wasn’t 
ripped up this year. 
After the ceremony the group 
carted the plaque away and put 
it in storage-presum ably until 
next Valentine’s Day. 
Jackson's red light district 
was not closed until local option 
laws were nullified by the state 
in the 1950s. 
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The Warren Commission’s 
report 
said 
the commission 
“ could not accept important 
elements of Roger J. Craig’s 
testimony.” 
The trial of the 55-year-old 
former businessman today en­ 
tered its 23rd day, and eighth 
day of testimony, with the all­ 
male jury sitting in effect as a 
‘Little Warren Commission’ on 
testimony concerning Kennedy's 
assassination in Dallas Nov. 22, 
1963. 
Meanwhile, 
in 
Washington 
Friday a judge ordered National 
Archivist James B. Rhoads to 
go to the trial in New Orleans 
and take the rifle, the bullet, 
and bullet fragments and other 
items in the Kennedy assassin s 
tion. 
Judge Charles W. Halleckalso 
ordered the archives to let a 
forensic pathologist examine 
the x-rays and photographs of 
the Kennedy autopsy by 4 p.m. 
Monday. 
The state Thursday completed 
its evidence designed to prove a 
basic conspiracy here in Sep- 
tember, 
1963, 
to 
kill 
the 
President and to prove five 
overt acts committed to further 
the plot. 
To find Shaw guilty, the jury 
need believe only one of the 
alleged conspirators, Shaw, Lee 
Harvey Oswald, or David W. 
Ferrie, committed only one of 
the 
overt 
acts. 
Under 
the 
Louisiana criminal conspiracy 
law, only nine of the 12 jurors 
need vote for conviction. 
The entire court day Friday 
was devoted to testimony about 
the Kennedy murder, as the 
state tried to “ overprove” its 
case by going into Dealey Plaza 
in Dallas where the murder 
occurred. Shaw does not have to 
have been there to be convicted 
of conspiracy. 
The 
state 
has presented 
testimony he was on the West 
Coast when Kennedy was killed. 
This was in support of one of 
the overt-act charges-4hat he 
went there to set up an alibi, in 
accord 
with 
the 
cons liracy 
master plan.

Peruvians 
release 
U.S. vessel 
LIMA, 
Peru 
(UPI) — An 
American 
fishing vessel at­ 
tacked 
and 
seized 
by 
a 
Peruvian patrol boat on charges 
of poaching headed back to sea 
lts captain paid a 
$2,000 fine. 
The Peruvian vessel opened 
fire on a small fleet of tuna 
boats from the United States 50 
miles off the Peruvian coast 
Friday. One boat, the Marina 
from San Diego, Calif., was 
boarded and towed into port, 
where it was held 14 hours. 
Owners of the California boats 
said Peruvian gunfire damaged 
one of the vessels that later 
escaped, 
but 
the 
Peruvian 
embassy in Washington said the 
rifle shots caused no damage. 
U.S. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
William P. Rogers immediately 
summoned the Peruvian ambas­ 
sador to Washington, Fernando 
Berckemeyer, to his office and 
asked that Peru release the 
tuna boat, government sources 
in the U.S. capital reported. 
Rogers expressed “ serious 
concern” over the incident, the 
latest in a series of seizures by 
Peru 
in 
waters the United 
States regards as international. 
Peru claims territorial waters 
200 miles out from its coast. 
Peruvian authorities charged 
that the Marina, loaded with 
tuna, was taking fish illegally 
from inside Peru’s territorial 
limit. 
The United States recognizes 
a 12-mile limit. 
Sources in Washington said 
the U.S. State Department may 
try to negotiate a compromise 
over territorial waters with the 
government in Lima. 
The Marina was boarded and 
towed into the port of Talara, at 
the northern end of Peru 500 
miles from Lima. There Peru­ 
vian authorities questioned the 
American 
crew of 13, then 
ordered the skipper, Capt. Joe 
Louis, to pay a $2,000 fine, 
which he did. The Marina was 
then released Peruvian sources 
said. 
The United States government 
reimburses owners of private 
fishing boats picked up for 
alleged violations of territorial 
waters. 
The Marina’s 15-ton load of 
fish 
was 
not 
confiscated, 
Peruvian sources reported. 
A Peruvian naval spokesman 
said later the patrol boat had 
fired “ intimidating rifleshots” 
at the Marina after it “ refused 
a loudspeaker order to halt.” 
Other reports from the scene 
had said a second boat, the San 
Juan, was damaged by gunfire 
from the Peruvian vessel. The 
skipper of the San Juan escaped 
northward into waters claimed 
by Ecuador, reports in Washing­ 
ton said.

Madison, Wise., where 
police were out in force to keep 
a close watch on a night-time 
march, 
several 
black track 
stars said they would boycott an 
indoor 
meet 
today 
between 
Wisconsin and Michigan State. 
Although the National Guard 
remained nearby, they left the 
local police to dog the steps of 
the 1,000 demonstrators who 
marched Friday night to the 
State Capitol and back to the 
campus. Some shoving occurred 
between the 50 riot-equipped 
police and protestors but the 
march was otherwise unevent­ 
ful. 
Thirty policemen carried out 
similar 
tactics in Berkeley, 
Calif, where about 500 Univers- 
its of California strikers parad­ 
ed around a rain-drenched cam­ 
pus disrupting some classes.

Reds may 
make moves 
in secret

PARIS (U PI)—Western diplo- 
mats said today the communists 
would make concessions tow­ 
ards peace in Vietnam if the 
negotiations 
moved 
behind 
closed doors. 
The diplomats said both North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong had 
purposely spelled out maximum 
demands at the start of the 
talks but would eventually make 
concessions when secret bar­ 
gaining begins. 
The 
diplomats 
said 
the 
Communists would continue to 
insist 
on 
their 
maximum 
demands in all public state­ 
ments but they recalled Hanoi 
had 
made several unwritten 
agreements last year in ex­ 
change for a total U.S. bombing 
halt against North Vietnam. 
Although North Vietnamese 
diplomats, in public statements, 
repeatedly called the bombing 
halt an unconditional American 
concession, Hanoi also agreed 
privately to withdraw part of its 
troops from the South; stop 
sending 
large 
units 
south 
through the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ); allow U.S, overflights 
of the DMZ; and stop terrorist 
shelling in South Vietnam, the 
observers said. 
The diplomats further ex­ 
pressed fears, however, the 
Soviet Union may become so 
entangled 
with new tensions 
over Berlin and elsewhere in 
Europe it would lose interest in 
a Vietnam peace. 
During his term as chief U.S. 
delegation leader, former am­ 
bassador W. Averell Harriman 
said he had learned the Soviet 
Union was asserting its in­ 
fluence in Hanoi for a Vietnam 
peace. 
However, the Western diplo­ 
mats said 
new 
tensions in 
Europe could make the Kremlin 
drop interest in the peace talks. 
French political sources said 
President Charles de Gaulle 
would likely receive a report 
from his delegate general in 
Hanoi and from the foreign

Following is the text of re­ 
marks delivered before a joint 
Congressional 
sub-committee 
Friday in Santa Barbara, by 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, 
of Lompoc: 
I want to thank you for the 
opportunity to submit a state­ 
ment on the recent floods here 
in Santa Barbara. You have re­ 
ceived a chronicle compiled 
from newspaper clippings which 
documents and illustrates our 
flood damage in far more detail 
than I can in my brief re­ 
marks, and we would respect­ 
fully request that it be consid­ 
ered part of our statement. 
Last month, 
the 
greatest 
floods in over fifty years devas­ 
tated many areas of Santa Bar­ 
bara County, including the Lom­ 
poc, Santa Ynez, Sisquoc and 
Carpinteria 
Valleys and the 
community of Montecito. In your 
travels throughout California 
this past week, I ’m sure that 
you have seen and heard much 
about the havoc wrought in many 
areas. Here in Santa Barbara 
County, damage to both public 
and private sectors has been se­ 
vere. Hundreds of acres of farm 
land have been lost, either to the 
rivers permanently or from 
production for several years 
due to flood waters completely 
removing the top soil by ero­ 
sion. 
Several hundred homes have 
been damaged by water, mud, 
rocks and other debris from the 
floods. In many cases, the con­ 
tents of the homes have been 


completely ruined. Sewer and 
water lines have been wash­ 
ed 
away, 
sewage 
treatment 
plants and other utilities put 
out of service, roads, bridges, 
railroads, and airports dam­ 
aged, channels filled with de­ 
bris and human lives gravely en­ 
dangered. 
All direct access between the 
north and south parts of Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base, our 
nation’s largest missile base, 
was severed by the Santa Ynez 
River flood, and operations at 
this essential defense installa­ 
tion were badly disrupted. 
Assistance from the Federal 
government in the temporary 
restoration of essential public 
facilities under Public Law 875 
has been quick in forthcoming, 
and the cooperation and work 
of the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers under this law is sin­ 
cerely 
appreciated. 
Existing 
programs, however, 
provide 
practically no assistance to the 
low income householder who is 
unable to reoccupy his house 
because it has been posted by 
health authorities as being un­ 
safe, or to the farmer who 
must relevel and rebuild the soil 
on his farm. It is in the pri­ 
vate sector where some meas­ 
ure of relief and assistance is 
vitally needed. 
We understand that your com­ 
mittee is considering the Cali­ 
fornia Disaster Act of 1969. 
We would hope that it would 
provide for aid to private citi­ 
zens as well as for the per­ 


manent restoration of public fa­ 
cilities. 
The value of permanent flood 
control works was illustrated 
In the Santa Maria Valley where 
Twitchell Dam and the Santa 
Maria River levees prevented 
any damage from near record 
flows in the river. There are 
several flood control projects 
in this County which have been 
studied by Federal agencies and 
found to be economically feasi­ 
ble. Some of these should be 
coming before your full com­ 
mittee for authorization in the 
near future, including the Lom­ 
poc Dam and Reservoir, a Bur­ 
eau 
of 
Reclamation Project 
which would completely control 
flooding in the Lompoc Valley 
and 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base, debris dams and chan­ 
nel improvements by the Corps 
of Engineers in Goleta, Santa 
Barbara, Montecito and by the 
Soil Conservation Service in 
Carpinteria, which would mini­ 
mize damage in these areas 
Again, we are happy that you 
were able to come to Santa Bar­ 
bara. We hope that your visit 
will be informative and as en­ 
joyable as possible under the 
circumstances.

good 
reasons for knowing that God 
really exists,” says Dr. Trueb- 
lood. “ But no reason is more 
compelling than that which is 
involved in understanding what 
it is to be a person.” 
If modern men and women 
wish 
to 
follow 
a genuinely 
scientific method in formulating 
their ideas about God, they will 
begin not with abstract specula- 
tions but with the “ experienced 
fact” of their own existence as 
persons. 
“ We may never be able to 
know whether there are think­ 
ing, self-conscious and partly 
self-directing beings anywhere 
else in the universe. But we 
know that such beings exist in 
this 
century on one of the 
sm aller planets, in orbit around 
one particular sun. 
“ This may seem too obvious 
to 
mention, 
because 
it 
is 
common knowledge. But it is 
certainly not too obvious to 
examine. It is, indeed, one of 
the most important of all known 
facts.” 
From the viewpoint of formu­ 
lating a philosophy about the 
origin 
and 
nature 
of the 
universe, Dr. Trueblood says, 
the great significance of per­ 
sons is that they clearly belong 
to another order of reality.” 
Because there are persons, 
“ we know that in addition to 
bodies, such as the forms of 
rocks, which do not feel, and in 
addition to animals, which do 
not make moral distinctions, 
there are beings who are able 
to entertain conscious purposes 
and to care.” 
Anyone who mediates on the 
“ amazing 
fact” 
that 
such 
beings 
have emerged in an 
apparently unfeeling material 
universe 
is 
bound 
to 
find 
himself asking, sooner or later, 
“ What kind of world it must 
take 
to 
produce 
such 
an 
emergence.” 
Obviously, it is a world in 
which 
there 
are 
physical, 
mental and spiritual levels of

reality of the latter two levels 
points toward a personal God as 
creator.

was presented on Friday night, 
the start of the Jewish Sabbath, 
when orthodox members of the 
faith could not watch it. 
If memory serves me, anoth­ 
er major special of particular 
interest to the Jew isi popula­ 
tion — “The 
Investigation,” 
about the trial of World War II 
concentration camp execution- 
ers-w as also presented on a 
Friday night. 
NBC-TV, however, reran that 
play on another, more suitable 
day—and it would be a good 
idea if the network did the 
same with the Sholom Aleichem 
telecast. 
Fascinating, 
too, 
was the 
haunting, 
exciting presence— 
and 
voice-of 
the 
Beatles’ 
protege, Mary Hopkin, as she 
sang “Those Were the Days” on 
the premiere of ABC-TV’s Tom 
Jones series. This beautiful, 
talented girl was by far the 
highlight of the show, which 
otherwise fell short of Jones’ 
recent, first-class special. Sur­ 
rounding Jones on the debut 
were four girls who uttered 
some of the most inane dialogue 
in television memory. 
Another 
ABC-TV 
debut, 
“What’s It All About, World?” , 
offered a smash performance 
by a nine-year-old girl, Bayn 
Johnson, who did a remarkable 
song-dance-and-comedy takeoff 
on Shirley Temple. This is the 
same little girl who was a hit 
for one-and-a-half years in the

York 
stage 
musical, 
“Curley McDimple, ” a lampoon 
of 1930s Hollywood song-and- 
dance 
films. A person who 
knows Miss Johnson maintains 
she has seen only one Shirley 
Temple movie — on television. 
He asked Miss Johnson: “Did 
you 
like 
her?” 
And 
she 
answered: “No.” In short, her 
coach is brilliant. 
Over at NBC-TV, meanwhile, 
it 
was 
announced that 
the 
network and Universal Studios 
are planning “to bring best­ 
selling novels to television in a 
form faithful to the scope of the 
origianl books.” More specific­ 
ally, novels “ may be presented 
in two, three or four hours on the 
same night, or as one to four 
hour-long chapters on succes­ 
sive days or weeks.”

Patrick dominates indoor boards Saints race by 
with New York half mile victory 
five .

(UPI)—School 
teacher Dave Patrick is still 
somewhat of a stranger on this 
year’s indoor track and field 
circuit but the former Villanova 
whiz feels right at home when 
he’s running in New York. 
Patrick, who earned a reputa­ 
tion at Villanova as one of 
Americans’ premier milers, 
made his 1969 New York debut 
Friday night by winning the 880- 
yard 
run 
in 
the 
golden 
anniversary Knights of Colum­ 
bus athletic meet at Madison 
Square Garden. 
It was the Baltimore runner’s 
first triumph since last Septem­ 


b er’s Olympic trials and had to 
rank 
as one 
of the 
most 
satisfying 
victories 
in 
his 
career. 
Competing in only his second 
race of the indoor season, 
Patrick had enough kick at the 
end to take the K. of C. 880 in 
the time of 1:52.5. The victory 
earned him the designatiion as 
the meet’s outstanding perfor­ 
mer. 


"I didn’t have much left at 
the end but I couldn’t lose in 
New York,” said the tired but 
happy Baltimore teacher who 
has been in training only 2V2 
weeks. 
"The track fans here appre­ 


ciate me and I appreciate them. 
It’s the best town to run in. If I 
hadn’t 
won 
hen.* 
tonight 
I 
would’ve hung ihem up for the 
rest of the indoor season,” he 
added. 
Former Villanova team mates 
Marty Liquori, Larry James, 
Erv Hall and Frank Murphy 
helped make the meet a big one 
for Coach Jumbo Jim Elliott’s 
Wildcats by gaining victories. 


Sophomore Liquori, a 19-year- 
old from Cedar Grove, N.J., 
won his third consecutive New 
York race, each at different 
distances, by taking the 1,000 
yard run in 2:08.5—just a tenth 
of a second off the K. of C. 


record. His previous wins in the 
Garden this season were in the 
mile and the two-miles. 
“ I’ve won everything in New 
York,” Liquori moaned, “and 
lost everything outside of New 
York.” Tonight he will run in 
Louisville, Ky., as a member of 
Villanova’s two - mile relay 
team. 


“There was a lot of action out 
there,” Liquori said, referring 
to elbowing in the race. He 
brushed past pace setter Bob 
Zieminski and grabbed the lead 
with two laps remaining to win 
handily.

of the Green Bay 
Packers are thinking of getting 
up a pool. The winner would be 
the one 
coming closest 
to 
guessing the number of survi­ 
vors after the Redskins’opening 
day of practice under Lombar­ 
di. 
“At first they’ll be afraid 
they’re gonna die,” laughs one 
Packer veteran, “then they'll 
be afraid they won’t.” 
Forewarned is forearmed. 
Most Redskin players claim 
they know all about Lombardi 
and his methods. They quickly 
add they welcome The Great 
Healer, his bad tasting get-well 


medicine and all, but it still

Jurgensen, one of the NFL’s 
better passers, likes the good 
things in life the same way Joe 
Namath does.

The great hue and cry over punitive sections of the 1970 
national census regulations has finally been given legislative 
form. Two California Congressmen, Jerry Waldie of Concord 
and our own Charles Teague of Ojai, are among the 67 authors 
of a bill that would repeal present penalty provisions designed 
to force citizens to disclose highly personal information about 
them selves and their fam ilies or suffer a possible $100 fine 
and 60-day jail sentence. 
Teague and Waldie feel that mandatory answers should be 
limited to those concerning the true purpose of a census, such 
as name, address, sex, age, head of household and persons 


in the home at the time of count. All other responses should 
be made completely voluntary. 


Federal efforts to invade privacy in the establishment of a 
“ national data bank” were defeated by the force of public opin­ 
ion, and the census bureau would be wise to take heed. 


As an afterthought, the Congressmen pointed out that in 1960 
the Bureau failed to count 5.7 million Americans. With the 
additional burden of coercing private information out of re­ 
luctant citizens, the census undercount will be even greater 
in 1970, the Congressmen predict. 
Special delivery needed 


The old Post Office, with its Wanted posters on the bulletin 
board, the crusted inkwells and the pens that wouldn’t write, 
is a set piece of nostalgia. Yet unfortunately the decrepitude 
it represented hasn’t changed much with the times. 


That something must be done about the service has been too 
well known for too long. Much as been said and written, but 
very little has happened. We may, however, be seeing light at 
the end of the tunnel. 


The report of the Kappel Commission, headed by Frederk 
R. Kappel, former president of the American Telephone and 
Telegrajrti Company, made as its central recommendation the 
elimination of the Post Office Department as a federal agen­ 
cy and the establishment in its place of a government postal 
corporation to operate the service as a private industry is 
operated. The corporation would have power to raise money 
through bond issues, and use revenues to service the bonds. 


operate the postal system and conduct research and develop­ 
ment. 
Washington observers feel that the Kappel proposal to take 
the department out of the Cabinet will not work, and suggest 
that Congress will only accept a compromise under which the 
Postmaster General, a Cabinet officer, would preside as chief 
executive of the new organization. 
Whatever the final form, technical improvements in postal 
service are not being worked out . . . exciting improvements 
that would pull the service through the political “ rain, snow 
and dark of night” that keeps its couriers from the effective 
and satisfactory completion of their appointed rounds. 
President Nixon’s recent recommendation that the appoint­ 
ment of postmasters be taken out of the political arena and 
placed under the jurisdiction of civil service selection is 
one move in the right direction. 
May the changes come special delivery!

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The time is at hand for new approach 
on inflation. 


The federal government now attempts 
to control the economy by regulating the 
supply or the cost of money through rais­ 
ing and lowering taxes and interest rates 
and other devices. It tries to restrain 
price and wage gains through government 
guidelines, presidential pressure and 
a variety of regulations 


The 
situation 
is 
now 
such 
that the 
prestigious 
Council 
of Economic Advis­ 
ers in its latest re­ 
port to Congress has 
said that moves aim­ 
ed at price stability 
almost inevitably re­ 
sult in higher unem­ 
ployment 
with 
its 
consequent 
suffer­ 
ing. The council sub­ 
m its a persuasive chart to prove its 
point. 


But workable anti-inflation techniques 
are at hand that should, in fact, reduce 
unemployment, rather than cause it to 
gain. 
Today, enough data is available to 
clearly indicate which economic condi­ 
tions and which government actions effec­ 
tively hold down inflation and which con­ 
ditions and which actions inflame rapid 
price increases. 
^his data seem s to suggest that the 
government could best fight inflation by

Intensively promoting the modernization 
of industry — with special emphasis on 
those areas of construction, home build­ 
ing, education, repairs, medical care 
and other services in which moderni­ 
zation has lagged. 
As a corollary there should be a 
strong revamping of state and federal 
vocational programs to include emphasis 
on medical, nursing, legal, teaching and 
laboratory aides as well as technicians. 
Take some of the figures. 
In the past 10 years, prices have gone 
up about 25 per cent. 
Yet consumer indexes show new car 
prices have risen but 4 per cent and 
household durables 3 per cent. The whole­ 
sale prices of farm products are up 
but 3 per cent, rubber and rubber prod­ 
ucts 1 per cent, metals and metal prod­ 
ucts 12 per cent, pulp and paper 5 per 
cent, machinery and equipment 17 per 
cent, textile products and apparel 7 per 
cent and fuels and power combined 2 
per cent and chemicals have declined 2 
Manufactured products as a whole are up 
10 per cent wholesale. 
Note that the upswing in prices in 
general has been modest in areas where 
there has been the greatest application 
of advanced research in new products, 
manufacturing methods, equipment and 
management - administrative techniques 
and in areas (with some noted excep­ 
tions) where * competition was Intense 
Farm productivity has increased 76 per 
cent in the decade; manufacturing output 
per man hour has grown almost 40 per 
cent. 
It will be noted also that price gains 
have been modest even in some major 


industries where both profits and wages 
have moved up sharply. 
By contrast, in the same decade, the 
costs of medical care services have 
moved up 60 per cent, housing and home 
maintenance costs 31 per cent, services 
generally 37 per cent, food costs to the 
consumer by 21 per cent and per pupil 
school costs 82 per cent. 
It will be noted that these hefty price 
gains are in areas where one or more 
of the following signs of stagnation exist: 
-O bsolete codes, which make mass 
production difficult or impossible, as in 
the home building industry. 
—Little use of automation, electronics, 
computers or other modern methods of 
administration or production as in educa­ 
tion, wide areas of the home building 
industry, in automobile and household 
equipment 
repairs and in most other 
service industries. 
—Heavy shortages of skilled technical 
assistance, such as teacher, medical, 
dental, nursing and laboratory aides. 
—Ancient methods of administration 
or distribution. 
—Little attempt to substitute equipment 
or machines for manpower in these rou­ 
tine parts of the operation in which 
machines or instruments are superior to 
men. 
These are the five problems out of 
which inflation is made. These are the 
targets at which the major government 
anti-inflation programs should be aimed.

Language

On February 14, 1755, after seven 
years of drudgery, 
immortal 
lexico­ 
grapher Samuel Johnson gave his dic­ 
tionary to the world. “Words are men’s 
daughters,” he once told poet Oliver 
Goldsmith, “but God’s sons are things.” 
Most scholars date formal, organized 
language back to the Azilian (Frenct) 
culture, about 15,000 B.C. The oldest 
known formally written language is Su­ 
merian, 10,000 years later. We have 
been on the good earth a quarter - mil­ 
lion years. Anthropologists, 
worrying 
their hearts out over this date, place us 
here about 250,000 B.C. so, a full 
245,000 years were behind us before we 
even communicated systematically with 
each other in writing. 
Why did the Incas 
never 
invent 
for 
communication 
even 
so much as a 
crude 
system 
of 
hierogly­ 
phics? Only the Inca 
knot language. 
No 
scholar 
knows 
the 
answer. 
In 
fact, 
even for 
calculations, the zero 
was unknown until the 
9th Century of the Christian era. Not un­ 
til then was it invented by Arab mathe­ 
matician Muhammad - Ibn - Musa, also 
the first to give the decimal point its 
notation and the digits the value of posi­ 
tion. 
In the thousands of languages and dia­ 
lects that comprise the world’s Babel, 
imagery reigns at most of their roots, 
an expansion of the sign languages. In 
the Congo, for example, the phrase for 
“ white man” in one dialect is “lolema 
djola feka feka,” which means “the bat 
that flies without knowing where it is 
going.” Such is more typical than rare 
among our globe’s 3V2 billion commu­ 
nicators. 
The use of Aramaic, the language 
probably spoken by Jesus, died out in the 
7th Century. Arabic took its place, ex­ 
cept in a few isolated areas. The Arab 
world is unorganized and probably un- 
organizable, and so is Arabic, but there 
is nevertheless remarkable, beautiful 
cadence in it that gives the mystical ef­ 
fect of the single chord in an endless un­ 
dulating chant. 
The Jews endured nine centuries of 
exile, with a dead language. It gradual­ 
ly re-emerged. Yiddish is the language 
of the home. Hebrew is reserved for the 
Bible. Yiddish is the Robin Hood of all 
languages, stealing its roots from all 
countries where Jews have been . Its 
vocabulary penetrates exceptionally into 
human character, with extremes of de­ 
rision and of praise alike. 
Hebrew thunders. It can have the effect 
of a bullet on a bubble. It’s also highly 
complex, like taking apart a series of 
Chinese ivory balls, each inside the oth­ 
er. The ancient Hebrew word for “hell,” 
literally 
translated, 
breaks down to 
“confusion” ; 
the 
English word for 
“hell” is made from the Latin “con,” 
or “against,” and “fuse,” from “fusa,” 
or “fuse.” 
Largely due to the marvelous guar­ 
dianship of the French dictionary by the 
duty-bound Académie Française, French 
is the least corrupted of all languages. 
It has also been France’s most impor­ 
tant cultural export. From the 17th 
Century on, from Moscow to London, no 
man could call himself a gentleman who 
did not speak French. And French trad­ 
ers and missionaries carried the tongue 
— and carried Paris — from the Mis­ 
sissippi in our country to the palace of 
the Chinese emperor in Peking. 
Critic Edmund Wilson called German 
“that muscle-bound tongue.” 
It is a 
triumph for super - precise, hardhead­ 
ed, 
scientific - minded, linguistic en­ 
gineers. It is, moreover, 
essentially 
downbeat. Europeans accuse the Ger­ 
mans of being the only people who feel it 
necessary to construct a special word — 
schadenfreude — to signify “ malignant 
joy” in the misfortune of others. You 
may even recall one prejudiced view 
sometimes quoted abroad: “You speak 
French to the friend, Spanish to the 
gods, Italian to the woman, and German 
to the horses.” 
Modern English is a rich and liv­ 
ing mixture of French words with their 
Latin roots and the blunt Saxon of early 
Britons. It has a vocabulary about four 
times that of the other used languages. 


The function of a word is to make things 
real, and English com presses a great 
deal into monosyllables that distinguish 
it handsomely. Who could deny that 
Shakespeare’s “To be or not to be?” 
is man’s largest question put in man’s 
smallest and simplest words? 
At the request of several London 
booksellers, Samuel Johnson undertook 


his task. “Vast, but rewarding,” he 
called it. And so it was that on Decem­ 
ber 13, 1784, England prepared to lay 
his body to rest in Westminster Abbey 
with all the pomp and ceremony that the 
kingdom could muster.

Cool and decisive 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon's first weeks in office 
have led some of his confirmed critics 
among the veteran Nixon-watchers to 
scorn his publicized sense of orderli­ 
ness as unsuitable to the untidy, unpre­ 
dictable world in which he moves. 
Specificially, they have been amused at 
his scheduling of long Saturday sessions 
of the National Security Council to dis­ 
cuss Vietnam and the Middle East. 
They suggest that. 
If a crisis had de­ 
veloped over these 
areas before the NSC 
meetings, 
N i x o n 
would have had to ask 
t h e 
disputants 
to 
postpone their con­ 
flict. 
It is all in good fun, 
of course, and is es­ 
sentially 
foolish, 
since the watchers 
In question understand fully that the 
President reads or hears of the daily 
cables from abroad and would surely 
convene his top foreign affairs special­ 
ists quickly to deal with trouble. 
The real point of mentioning this fun- 
making is that it is reflective of attl 
tudes long held toward Nixon, not only 
by close observers but by a fairly wide 
range of Americans, to the effect that 
he does well enough when things are neat 
and orderly but crumbles in a crunch. 


This is not the place to review the 
apposed supporting evidence for these 
attitudes. It is a moment to suggest that 
the evidence may at least be conflict­ 
ing, and to raise the prospect that those 
who expect Richard Nixon to melt in the 
heat of his first crisis may be sur­ 
prised — 0* * in some cases even dis­ 
appointed. 


Some men in the President’s circle 
are saying that he views orderliness ir 
government, with seeming stress on the 
externals of logical, symmetrical struc­ 
ture, as no more than a tool for per­ 
formance. 
If these aides are to be believed, 
those in the White House entourage whc 
survive and achieve, some measurr 
of power will do so by performing to Nix 
on’s satisfaction— especially under pres­ 
sure — and not by erecting and forti- 
fylng some neat little sub-empire. 


By the same token, it is suggested, 
he demands no less of himself and ac- 
tually invites the hard test of his skills. 
Far from being most comforted by 
the orderly routine his critics say he 
loves, aides will argue, he is often bored 
by it. Says one: 
“He feeds on his adrenalin.” 
This contrasting portrait of Nixon in 
a crunch is of a man who, at least 
within the tight circle of his most trust- 
ed associates, exhibits a quick, strong 
sense of command.
